I oday he went to tile home of a family 
named Oerald, near Iteutou, 15 miles 
irum Scuttle, and made iiimsell agree- 
able aa usual, ido gave two of the four 
watches which were taken from the 
.lohusou family, to young Gerald, and 
told him to take tliem and sell them 
at itentou and bring back the money, 
under threat of killing the wholo faiiiily 
if ibelraycd. Voung Gerald immediately 
wi lit to Kenton and gave the alarm, but 
betore the slicrill's l>osse cunld reu^-h 
the Hceiie, a butcher of Kenton, ar.uied 
\sith an old gnu, and accompanied by 
an unarmed man, and followed by a 
numerous train of would-lie hghters, but 
"ho kept/ a safe distance behind, went 
to the Gerald house and asked if Tracy 
was there. Fortuuately for all cou- 
cerued, Tracy had seen them coming, 
and skipped out the side door into tho 
brush, -When the sheriff's posse arrived 
on ti special train, the was gone, and 
has not yet ,been located. 

.\uderson, the man he took away from 
I'ort Madison, was found iu tho brush 
near the Gerald place, tied hand and 
foot, llo is badly frightened yet, and 
i.s saiil to be on the verge of nevvous 
l)i()slration. Tracy simply used him as 
a iiackhorse wlieii on land, and forced 
him to row tho boat "-hen on tlie Sound. 
Auilerson teUts an interesting story of 
iheir ujventures for the past two days. 
T'liey left Jiainbrid.go Island alinobt iui- 
mediately after eating and taking su])- 
plies from Johnson's house, and rowed 
to 'Weet Seattle, where they remained 
until nightfall, when they again took to 
the water and rowed past the Seattle 
waterfront, and finally landnd at tho 
head of the bay, Inside the city limits 
of Seattle. From there they -went south 
toward Black River .Tunction, sleeping 
last night iu 'the thick brush not far 
from Kenton. Anderson says that four 
nieii, friends of Tracy's, came out and 
met them and stayed with them some 
timi^ last niglit. 

'i'liis iiioriiing tliey continued their jour- 
ney toward tlie F.ast, it being Tracy's 
idea \oi get into the mountains. 

There are lilliidreds of men on guard 
tonight, watcliing every road and trail by 
which ho might escaiie, and it its liopcd 
that he will be located early tomorrow 
morning.

SUBSIDIES TO 

AUXILIARY SHIPS 



Lord Brassey Gives His Views 
on Assistance to Mer- 
cantile Marine. 



London, July S.— Lord Brassey (I^ib- 
eral) initiated a discussion on naval 
matters in the House of Lords today, 
during the course of which he deplor- 
ed the fact that Great Britain had lost 
the place she ouce held with her mer- 
cantile marine. The (luestioii of subsi- 
dies, lie thouglit, must depend on the 
action of tile oilier 4j,owcrs. All the 
naval powers of Europe, the sjieaker as- 
serteil. gave liberal sulisidies, while 
Presliient Koosevelt, of the L'nited 
States, had recommended tliis policy. It 
was contrary to British indicy to foster 
industries by bounties or protection, but 
to pay for tlio reserve of auxiliary ves- 
sels W(Uil(l certainly be to the public ad- 
vantage. 

Lord .Solhorne, the- lirst lord of the 
-Vdiniralty, in tho course of a reply, re- 
ferred to tho Atlantic shipping combine. 
Me said it seemed to .him that the bal- 
ance was one of disadvantage to the 
combimition because it nncossarily [ilaced 
very large powers iu'tlie hands of a 
few men. The government disclaimed 
any sort of jealousy of the intention of 
the Americans here. Tliey had a Unit- 
ed States marine of tlicir own and they 
had a pc-rfoct riglit to a full sliare of 
the Atlantic trade. . It was to iBritisli 
interests that they should have it. It 
should not be an almost British mon- 
opoly. 

On the other hand, Great Britain 
could init afTonl to sei' liersidf siiueezc. 
out of the Atlantic trade. The Iniperi 
al government tlierefore was not one of 
hostility, but of anx,iety, and not until 
they had formed a final opinion of the 
whole question could they -ivisely or 
fairly enti'r into agreomenls witii one 
party or tlio other. It would never do 
to rely in time of war on merchant ships 
of (dher iiati(nis for the purpose of carry- 
ing Britisli troojis.- 

Great Britain has fal'en behinil in re- 
gard, to vessels of liigh speed, liecause 
she had not given lieavy subsidiiis like 
otlier nations. The exiieiise of so 
bu'ge a subsidy policy -^vas so enormous 
that ill his opinion the subsidizing of 
eommeriMal corporations should and 
nmst be TOiifnied to a limited numlier 
and for a s|iecial and definite purpose. 
Wliile merchant cruisers bad their pro- 
per place in time of war, they never 
could he s.ilistituted for naval cruisers, 
nor would the possossion of merchant 
cruisers ever diminish the ship-buildiug 
vote for the navy.

Ono 
day the cluid was missing, and inquiries 
led to the information beiug obtained 
that Bobbie "was living in Vancouver 
with Mr. Dowliug, the brother-in-law of 
-Mrs. Canipbell's lirst liusband, li. J. 
Breeze. Yesterday Mrs. Campbell ar- 
rived in Vancouver with her second 
liusbaud, and Mr. Campbell, accom- 
panied by Detective Wylio (.who went 
ilong to see that uo liarm came to tho 
cliild, and to keep track as to its where- 
abouts and to prevent a breach of the 
peacej, sought out the Dowling resi- 
dence, and waiting till Bobbie -went into 
the yard to play, seized the child and 
carried him off. The child is in tho 
custody of Mr. and Mrs. Campbell. 
They -were, however, persuaded not to 
return to Seattle until the police magis- 
trate had arbitrated on the case. W. J. 
Bowser was retained by E. J. Breeze. 

\nother case of domestic infelicity 
was before the public today. A man 
named Abrey, said to be the engineer of 
the ill-fated tug Superior, which went to 
the bottom of the inlet yesterday af- 
ternoon, became mad drunk and pro- 
ceeded to turn his homo into a hell by 
smashing all the furniture.

W. P. iBest addressed the meeting on 
the subject of the miuiufiiuture of iron 
and steel in British Columbia, during 
the course of Avhioh lie gave some valu- 
able parlioulars iu eouneetion with tlio 
subjeet. There was no reason why 

11. tritish Columbia, with all the raw ma- 
t'.Ti.-Ll, should not be able to comiiote 
with any other country, but the subjeet 
would have to be gone into iu a thorough 
and .satisfactory manner. The chair- 
man remarked that in Cireat iBritain the 
iron indiisliy was only [irosi>erous where 
coal was found iu situ. 

C. II. Lugriu broucht up a suggestiou 
made by n gentleman, that .the 
Kreat dilllcnlty that would be met in 
starting the nianafncture of steel would 
be lie high lirice of coal. This gentle- 
man had thouglit that the government 
.-lU/uUl tlx a price at which coal i-ould lie 
sold to smelters, one idea was that thotse 
who established the mamifactnre of steel 
here should own coal mines, and there 
wore still coal fields to be had. The 
great tiling was to interest men who 
had money. 

II. Croft said that at P<irt Towiisoiid 
they used charcoal, hence the high Jiricc 
of their |irodiict. To go into the ■^vlulle i 
ipK^t^tion of iron niaiiufacturo would be 
like going into the Chinese (luestion. But 
there was no iiuestion lull what we had 
all the raw materiul. Jiog ore was found 
at iPoi t McNeil, and he knerw of some 
within four miles of Victoria. It was 
not a (|iiestioM of ninterinl, but rather 
one of markets. Witliin 20 years China 
and Japan would bu exporters of steel 
themselves. At present copper was sent 
to China, and made up there, aim if wo 
were going to maiiufact are steel we must 
have cheap la.bor. It was just the same 
iu the hiiiiber trade. One thing ought 
1o ho found out, and that was the quan- 
tity of pig iron tmed in the Orient, as 
that was bound to ibe one of the largest 
customers. 

W. ¥. 'Best quoted from "Whittaker's 
i.Mmanac, the exports of iron and .steel 
from (xi-eat Britain iu 1001, which ho 
stated wore Sl-tri,(KK),(-K)0. In' the same 
vear the Dutch Indies had imported of 
the same commodity. .•?(i.O()0.(M)0 worth, 
(Uiina .'tsi,i')()0,00O! India, .'i«7,000,000, and 
tlie Argentine Confederacy; .?13,000,000. 

C. iH. Ivugrin pointed out that the re- 
IMtits of Trade and Commerce issued at 
Ottawa would give the amount of all the 
different imports of evei7 country m 
the world. 

Mr. Morley thought it was a mistake 
to think that the Chinese could swamp 
this market. The rocordri in Canada 
showed that this was so. Tlio liistory 
of the manufactory in the United States 
showed that thero could not lie such a 
Ihiiig OS overproduction. Shil)l)Ui!ding 
fdj' the I'licilic trade would more than 
use all the imn that could be turned out 
ill diritisli Columbia. 'There was al- 
re;uly a navv vard here and if we I'Oiild 
Iinxliice steei plates the ii.'ivy yard would 
siiim be a shipyard. The projiosed rail- 
riiail work in the (•oiiutry too would use 
ii|) more than could be made here. 

■ Mr. Wiiidle stated that it was jiro- 
l>o>ed even now to import llritish Co- 
lumbia ores into .lapan, so that there 
must be a market, and tlieri> always 
\\iiiil(l be one for uiir |irodiicts th.'re. 

('. II. l.uL'rin iiioveil that five more 
Tiieiiibers be added to the present com- 
inittce, ill <iri!er to meet and talk over 
tile matter with tlu^ lioard of Trade and 

('i.uncil. The best the ( imitteo could 

do wolddilbe to collect data. The inter- 
view in Tunny's Colonist with the 
gentlemen on iron ore showed that tlie 
matter wnsi now receiving better atton- 
lion.

year in tho future as. it has iirovailed 
from year to year since IS'dli, and will 
end only ivith the extermination of this 
life iu the very near future. 

"A bill for the accomplishment of tho 
same purpose was introdueod in the 
fifty-fourth Congress and favorably re- 
ported by tho ways and means ooiuniit- 
tee of the ITouse, and passed by the 
House nnanimously. That bill! was oven 
moro drastic Ihun the one now jiroposed. 
and it also involved Uie o.Npenditure oil 
a large .sum of money in order to carry 
out it.s provisions. It authorized the aii- 
Iiointmont of a cominissiou to investigat<! 
this whole subject, the detailing of ves- 
stds of war to convoy said eommissimi 
to the (ieiil islands of .Alaska, and In 
the event that tho President failed to 
negotialo a satisfactory ugroement whh 
the governuieiil of tiri'at Britain for the 
lireserviitioli of tho seiil liord, the Sei re- 
tary of tho Treasury was not authorize.l. 
in his discretion, but reiiuired by said 
! bill to take eaidi and every soul on the 
isi-al islands rererreil to. 'i'hero was no j 
provision even for tho prosorvaf ion oi l 
the species. | 
j "This bill was repoi'ted to the llou<e 
by the late .Nelson Idngley. jr.. while] 
111.' iiri'ilietion made by Mr. llingh'y in 
this re|iiirt 'that unless (ireat I'l'itaiii 
call he p.-rsuailei| to unite with this 
country in so nioilit'yiii:; and enlarging 
ihe regulations adopted by the I'aris 
tribunal, the Canalian pelagic sealers 
will, within live years, com|iletely exter- 
minate not only the .\laskan. but the 
Russian seal herds.' has n.it been liter 
ally fullilod; yet, in view of the fact 
that thl^ eiilin? seal catch in the ye.ir 
lllKl upon the Itussiau islands did not 
.•xceed and very small skins at 

that, while eight years ago there were 
taken fnuii these islands ;")(;. (HM) jiriine 
skins, it is shown comdusivi'ly th.it his 
prediction ^Vas not far from the limit 
of time witiiiu which coiriplete exteniiiii- 
aton will take iilaco. 

"In so far as the prediction relates to 
the e.vtermination of the seals on the

As nearly >as wo can arrive at tho fig 
ures, the iron ore delivored at Irondak 
for manufacture .into pig iron is taxed 
-witli a cost of $3.30 per ton, made up 
as follows:

This means .?0.00 per ton of pig iron 
for ra-w innterinl, excludiug lime and 
c-oke. For tho purposes of the compari- 
son we ore iibout to make, it is unneces- 
sary to consider the -cost of smelting at 
all, because tlie advantage in that -would, 
if anj-thing, bo in favor of Vancouver 
Island on account of the more favorabl 
location of the ore towards lime and 
fuel supplies. If the smelting -work 
ivcre located near or at the mines, ore 
could undoubtedly delivered at the 
furnace for ,$1 a ton, and if a proper 
amount of capital 'were sunk iu ciiuip- 
ping the mine, for less. One dollar a 
ton for ore would bo $2 a ton for yit: 
iron, so tliat we liave ;i dilTc'rencc of 
^4.C0 per ton in favor of nianufacturiu^' 
pig iron in British Columbia. Tho duty 
on pig iron eutering the United States 
is .'?4 a ton, so that a smelter operalin^: 
in British Coluinhia wciiibl possess .•in 
ndvanta^'e in the United States marlie! 
over tlie Irondalc smelter Of GO cents a 
ton, independently of the D«minjon 
bounty altogether. If that be added, 
tho advantage is increased to $;i.ti() a 
ton. Strau;ie as it may appear, a coiii- 
jjany ownin;; its own mines aud ojierai- 
ing a smelter in British Columbia, can 
make pig iron, pay the duty of $i a 
ton, and sell it in Seattle $3.00 a ton 
(-lieaper than tlii> Irondale smelter can. 
If it be doubteii luat ii.re can lie dejiv- 
ereU at the furnact; for $1 a tou, we 
have only to point to the method em- 
ployed to handle the same class of ma- 
terial at the mines in Phoenix and to 
say that what can be done in Yale is 
surely not impossible on \'ancouv<T I-sl- 
aiid. The jHiiiit, however, to hiy stress 
uiHin is this, that the expenses of trans- 
porting the ore from Texada to Irou- 
dale more than counterbalance the ad- 
vantage of !f.H.'20 a ton derived from the 
iiicidenee of tin; T'liited States tariff. 
Ho-w is it that the Irondale furnace cat* 
live and prosper under such conditions'.' 
At the groat iron producing centre of 
Pittsburp the .Michi(.'nn ore costs "id 
]ier Ion laid down at the furiuice, or .^7 
per ton of pifr iron. The raihvay rate 
from Pittsburg to tho Pacific Coast is 
SIC a ton. So that even -svith the dis- 
.'Kivantages under which the Irondali 
smelter rests there is a margin o 
.'JlO.-iO per ton for increased cost o 
sinellinj,' under AA'esteni conditions, be 
fore the coiuiii.'tition of jug iron manii 
faetured in the East could make itself 
felt. When wo reflect how glowingly

TUE DUTIES OP PARENTS. 

It is refreshing in these days of nam- 
by-pamby grand-motherly legislation to 
read the following wholosome remarks 
addressed to the citizens of Portland, 
Ure;;on, with reference to a project to 
saddle that city with the maintenance of 
Uinilergartons lu connection -with the 
Ijuldi(.- schools. Tho remarks are com- 
mended to the serious consideration of 
those people who, through Curfew and 
other well-meaning laws, seek to saddle 
upon the public duties that by nature 
belong to parents, and -vvho, in order to 
meet the exceptions, frame regulations 
that can bo nothing but harmful to the 
vast majority who, so to speak, prove 
the rule: 

Is any one going to resist the tendonc.v 
to saddle uiion tho state the duties that 
devolve upon the man and, the father 
and mother? Is lliere any point what- 
ever in all this'lonj; descent from sturdy 
sell'-reliance to social depi'iideiiee -where 
the mad rush to paternalism can be call- 
ed to haltV Sometimes it seems not, 
but the vote of .\liuiday indicates that 
iu Ore^'ou at least, where free text-hooks 
and flee pencils have not yet follewed 
Irei' bridges, free libraries and free 
liaths, a body of taxpayers can some- 
times be fotmil who realize that what- 
{■ver is eallcMl free costs somebody eome- 
thing, and who believe some duty aiid 
some responsibility iire left which par- 
ents cannot be perniitti'd to slKuilder off 
upon the government. 

If society is jroiiii: (J»iwn. it is goin;,* 
liy the -\vay of iiidividual neglect, slov- 
enliness, slackness, A i:ice of men who 
earned tiieir own ediu-atiou and their 
own books is giving way to a genera- 
tion that can provide nothing for itself, 
but must bo supported from the crudle 
to the grave with public this and public 
that, government prosecution of all in- 
dustry, free everything. Parents liave 
long since lost ability to educate tneu' 
children and train them to law-abiding 
and mannerly citizenship, and now they 
are fain to ask ollicialdoiii to take tlud'r 
offspring from the cradle, -wipe their 
noses, wash their dirtv faces, put the 
simplest of knowledge in their heads 
.iiid toys in their hands. 

If the state is to \h' obliged to raiso 
the childi-en. then it must hin-e f^oine- 
thiie; to say abiiiit what 'hildreii sli.all 
be horn, and wliat they shall do. Talk 
about the state's interest in li.Mving its 
children educated— what is that inter- 
est to its interest th;it the i-riniinal ami 
hoi)(dessly iliseased shall not pro|iagate 
thtdr kind'.' If children are to be un- 
loaded on the stall-, then the stale -will 
have soiiiethiiig t<i say in regulation of 
the (luality Miid (iiiantity of liint load. 
If the taxpayers have to slioidder the 
burdens <if pan>ntlioo.l. they will reiiiiire 
some of its discretion. On a small 
scale we can tolerate the habit of bring- 
ing children into the world for some- 
body else to take care of; hut to adopt 
it as th<' wholesale and uniform system 
of iieriietuatiug the race will not do. 
.\uthority must he eommensurnte -(vilh 
'.■csponsihility. The taximycr -\vill nor 
make an incubator of himself if he lias 
tair wtirning and the o]iportuni1y to 
choose. 

Many thinkers, we may say most 
thinkers, agree with .lohn Stuart Mill, 
that if the duties of parents are to be 
thrown ii|>t)n the slate, then the state 
will be (•(unpelled "to regulate" the 
Iiarents. Thnt is, if the state is to take 
care of those who are to bo born into 
the W(u-ld, then it -will be compelled also 
to take ineasurjis for regubition of the 
propagation of the race. If the slate is 
to eslaldish a general nursery, t.) re- 
lieve panMits of their duty to their chil- 
dren and of responsibility for tlu-m, it 
will not leave to pareiit.'il im|)ulse the 
simple duty of iirori^ea t ion. It will be 
compelled to regulate that ills. i— though 
there an- iminy -who <'videnlly think 
their responsibility n.nses with tliat one 
duty. They get no further than the ont- 
injuuction, "Bo fruitful."

It is ahuost ridi- 
culous to think of a man on whom v^o 
much depends, at a time when he is in 
coiifenuiee with the represeiitalives <ir 
a world-wide Empire, being jdaced leiii- 
Iiorarily hors de eonihat liy an accident 
like that. Vet the iadividualily of a 
niim is cminected with the events of this 
world by ties which have often been en- 
tirely broken by even apparently more 
trivial occurrences. AVe hope, however, 
that, although .Mr. (Jliamberlain's head 
has been battered, his ideas on Im- 
perial development have not been shak- 
en out of it, and that ho Avill for long 
continue to enjoy the reputation he has 
ae<iuired as the only statesman at pres- 
ent in oUico iu Great Britain, who thor- 
oughly understands the colonial problem.

Japan, have been aii|,ointed bv 
the Imperial government commissioners 
lor the purpose of studying onr ,l)iiiik- 
iiig .system, sa.v« the Montreal Witness, 
with a view, possibly, to the establish- 
ment in Japan of a replica <ir a system 
wliich has .been -coramendod to the at- 
leiitioii of the Imperial authoritiee. The 
Japanese government has more than once 
apiiointed similar commissions, both in 
the Cnitcd States and Europe, witli a 
view to gathering up all the informa- 
tion which could bo obtained on the sub- 
ject, .lapaii is nothing if not imitative, 
and she has, in the course of the last 
few years, repeated, in all essential fea- 
tures, the civilization and the usages of 
tile West. The question of banking lias 
liccome imjiortant, owing to the rapid 
development of the country, and the gov- 
ernment is anxious to establish tho best 
system which will give the maximum of 
sccurit.v. Tho gentlemeu who have been 
entrusted with tlio present mission in- 
tend to mako their estudics thorough, and 
it will bo sovernl months .before they 
have completed their investigations— in- 
vestigations which ■will result in profit 
to Japan, as these gentlemen are men 
of experience, who have studied other 
systems. It is well known in Jni)an 
that Oanndni posseees a banking system 
of wdiieh the chief and iwrmanent fea- 
ture is stability. Tho authorities have 
therefore, deemed it iidvisfble., that a 
system wbicli offered such a guarantee 
should be studied on tho spot. The 
cimimissioiiors have been in Montreal for 
till' last few da.Vf:, working ijiiietly, and 
attracting little notice. They will pro- 
ceed from Montreal to Ottawa, jind To- 
ronto, and the.v will go West.

While till) conditions for cstablisliing 
works here are so favorable, llio situa- 
tion is not without its ideiiieiit of danger. 
I'liited Stales capitalists, alive to their 
opiuirt unities, are raiiidly aeiiiiiriug con- 
liol of some of the luont extensive and 
avaihibie iron deposits 011 N'.iiicouver Is- 
laiui, and tlu' West Coast of the .Main- 
land, with the iiitciltioii of sliilipiiig the 
ore til their side of the boundary, and 
iiiaiiufacturiiig it then — e.vpluiting this 
iiivaliiablo iisset and turning it to prolil- 
.•:ble account at the exiieiise of Canada. 
The Pacific 'Steel company and other 
United States eouceru^ ure busy explor- 
iug for iron along the .Coitst of British 
Culuiubia, and wherever they discover 
uroiuisiug deposits of iron, they are locat- 
ing them; while it is well known tliat 
they have secured by purchase or bond 
many of the best deixisits hidd by local 
Jiien. Therefore, it Canadians are de- 
sirouti of securing to themselves any 
l)ortiuii of what is destined to become 
u prime factor in the jirospei-ity of the 
I'acilic Coast, it is imiienilive that they 
should bestir themselves. It is poor 
policy to lock the stable door after the 
steed ha.s departed, and it is suicidal to 
the hcKt interests of British Coliiniiiiu to 
allow loreigiiei-s to step in and niono]Hjl- 
ize the basis of a great industry, and 
while the iron deposits of Vancouver 
Island .tu-Q of vast e-xlent the present 
policy of United States capitalists is to 
secure such a hold upon thoni that they 
will he in a position to utilize such por- 
tion iiti they may renuirc, and tie up the 
lialance so as to shut off local competi- 
tion. 

There lire three qivestioas to be con- 
sidered in connection with this matter, 
eontiliued the Colonist's informant, na- 
tural advaiitag.'s being conceded. These 
are, the capacity of the works to be 
built; the jirospectiv e iiiarUel, aud the 
capital necessary to launch the enter- 
prize. The lirst of thet<e would depend 
entirely upon the second, which is the 
most iiiiportaiit, thoiigli not dilliciilt to 
answer. In the lirst place tliero is the 
local deiiiaiid, which is now beiiigi suii- 
plied, at least in part, by pig iron maiiti- 
factnri'd at Iroiulale, \\asliington, fi-om 
Texada Island ore. Then there is the 
Northern trade, which is bound to in- 
creasu with the development of the 
mines, uud the interior of the province, 
and the Northwctst, which now secure 
their supply from the Eastorn smelters. 
-Most important and promising of all, 
however, is the Oriental trade, which is 
gnivviiig steadily, and which should fur- 
uisli this Coast with a monopoly if ad- 
vantage be taken of the opportunities. 
.Vs to the \n-At, the iiuetstion of capital, 
there should be little dilllculty iu securing 
it in lOastern t;auada if the situation 
were fully made known to capitalists, 
ami if local moneyed men would show 
Cieir couhdeiice in the venture by con- 
tributing the iincleus of the inuonut 
necessary. While 011 the <iuestion of a 
market, it might be pointed out that 
the cost of production of jiig iron ou Van- 
couver Island would enable the local 
smelter to compete with thotse of the 
United States. This may ba easily seen 
it we compare the cost with that of the 
Irondiiie smelter, which is roughly as 
follows:

Such buying 
was manifest in New York Central aud 
Cliicago iV: NorUnvestern. Tills probably 
had more than any other thing to do with 
diminishing the feeling of suspicion which 
hiLs been persistently felt to^varda the 
whole upward uioveiuent. The reaction nt 
tlio close of the day revived these suspic- 
ious. It Is one of the tdngulnr features of 
the recent siiet-nlative .situation that the 
reports of crop damage circulating In West- 
ern s;ieculatlve centres, and the ^'lowing 
accounts of crop progress in Wall Street, 
have met with equal credence.

the Irondale article. It mnst not be over- 
looked in tlii.s cHninection that the Iron- 
dale smelter is a rather antiquated af- 
fair, and tlint if a modern furnace were 
|iul lip here the cost of smelting would 
be materially reduced — another advan- 
tage for our local innnufneturer. 

Tlie qiiesUnn of n site for any proposed 
works is nil iiiiportiiiit one. It should be 
chosen so lis to reduce to tlie minimum 
the cost of handling nnd hauling the 
ore. coke, and lime, for it is obvious 
that it is cheiiiier to carry one ton of iiig 
iron than two tons of iron ore, and so 
with materials used in smelting. The 
eslalilishiiieiit of a iilaiit at Victoria 
might gratify the jiride of some of its 
citizens, but they should consider the cost
